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Plans  for  Northwestern  State's 
annual  Homecoming  on  Saturday, 
November  15,  include  the  tradi- 
tional parade,  the  alunuii  lunch- 
eon, the  election  of  officers,  and, 
of  course,  the  football  game  Avith 
the  Soutliwestern  Bulldogs  of 
Lafayette. 

Homecoming  will  officially 
open  with  registration  and  coffee 
in  Varnado  Hall,  beginning  at 
9:00   o'clock   Saturday  morning. 

At  9:30  the  mammoth  parade 
will  leave  the  campus  and  move 
up  Second  Street  to  the  business 
district  of  Natchitoches.  Leading 
the  parade  will  be  the  officials' 
car  carrying  President  H.  Lee 
Prather  of  Northwestern  State, 
President  Joel  L.  Fletcher  of 
Southwestern,  and  Alumni  Presi- 
dent Van  D.  Odom  of  Monroe. 

The  N.  S.  C.  band  and  the 
Demonettes  will  be  in  the  van- 
guard of  the  parade,  and  several 
visiting  high  school  bands  will  be 
spaced  in  between  the  floats. 

The  Homecoming  Queen  will 
ride  on  a  special  float  prepared  for 
the  occasion.  Occupying  a  promi- 
nent place  in  the  parade  will  be 
the  ROTC  unit,  always  a  colorful 
addition. 

Special  floats  prepared  by  stu- 
dent organizations,  sororities,  and 
fraternities  will  all  be  in  the  pa- 
rade, each  group  hoping  to  win 
the  coveted  first  prize  awarded 
each  year  by  the  parade  com- 
mittee. 

At  noon  the  alumni  will  have 
luncheon  in  the  main  dining  room 
or  cafeteria.  Following  the  lunch- 
eon program  will  be  the  business 
session  and  election  of  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year.

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BASKETBALL  COACHING  CLINIC 
SET  FOR  OCTOBER  29-30 

HANK   IBA  GUEST  SPEAKER 

Tlie  fourth  annual  basketball  coaching  clinic  will  be  held  on 
the  campus  October  29  and  30.  The  clinic  will  be  sponsored  by  the 
Physical   Education    Majors  Club. 

Following  the  policy  of  securing  the  nation's  outstanding  coaches 
of  basketball  as  guest  speakers  for  the  clinics,  the  PEM  Club  has  the 
good  fortune  to  present  for  the  1952  session  Coach  Henry  "Hank" 
Iba  of  Oklahoma  A.  &  M..  the  nation's  greatest  exponent  of  deliberate 
ball  control  and  tight  defense

Coach  Iba  will  present  a  direct 
contrast  to  former  guest  speakers 
of  the  basketball  clinics  held  on 
the  campus,  in  that  his  style  of 
play  differs  greatlv  from  tliat  used 
by  Cliff  Wells  of  Tulane,  Adolph 
Rupp  of  Kentucky,  and  "Phog" 
Allen  of  Kansas,  each  of  whom  is 
a  believer  in  the  fast  break  and 
higli  scoring.  Under  the  well 
known  system  used  by  Iba,  scores 
are  usually  kept  low.  a  direct  re- 
sult of  the  deliberate  ball  control 
and  tight  defense  style  of  play. 

Iba  will  give  a  series  of  lectures 
during  the  two-day  clinic,  in  which 
he  will  present  his  coaching  tech-

niques  and  the  reasons  why  he 
likes  the  ball-control  style  of  play. 

While  most  basketball  fans 
throughout  the  country  prefer  the 
last  break,  high-scoring  type  of 
game  as  spectators  and  dislike  the 
style  that  "slows  down  the  game," 
the  effectiveness  of  Coach  Iba's 
style  of  play  is  reflected  in  the  rec- 
ord established  by  him  during  his 
21  years'  coaching  experience.  His 
teams  have  won  536  games  while 
losing  only  128,  and  have  won  12 
conference  titles  in  18  years.  In 
addition  he  has  won  the  NCAA 
JNational  title  twice,  finished  sec- 
ond once,  and  fourth  once — ^a  rec- 
ord exceeded  only  by  Kentucky, 
who  holds  3  NCAA  National  titles. 

An  invitation  is  extended  to  all 
coaches,  players,  and  fans  inter- 
ested in  basketball  to  attend  any 
part  or  all  of  the  sessions  of  the 
clinic.

A.B.  '47.  assistant  Dean  of 
Men  and  director  of  the  testing 
bureau  at  the  College,  has  an- 
nounced that  he  would  be  pleased 
to  accept  messages  for  delivery  in 
?satchitoches  and  Louisiana  from 
alumni  throughout  the  world.  Mes- 
sages can  be  sent  to  your  family, 
friends,  or  others  without  any 
charge  or  fee. 

This  will  be  the  first  time  that 
such  direct  contact  has  been  pro- 
vided for  alumni.  If  messages  are 
for  local  area,  they  will  be  tele- 
phoned to  the  person  for  whom 
they  are  intended.  For  other  places 
in  the  state  the  messages  will  be 
either  mailed  or  relayed  through 
other  amateur  stations. 

The  procedure  is  very  simple. 
Just  contact  an  amateur  radioman 
in  your  locality,  and  he  will  gladly 
pass  the  message  on  to  W5WTV.

Picked  by  the  coaches  of  the 
Gulf  States  Conference  as  the  team 
most  likely  to  occupy  the  cellar  in 
conference  competition  for  the 
1952  season,  the  Demons  literally 
pulled  themselves  up  by  their  foot- 
ball cleats  to  hold  Louisiana  Col- 
lege to  a  scoreless  tie.  Rated  as 
the  underdogs  in  the  43rd  tradi- 
tional game  between  the  two 
teams,  the  Demons  were  de- 
termined the  Wildcats  would  not 
repeat  last  year's  27-6  shellacking. 

The  Demons  racked  up  more 
first  downs  and  more  yardage 
than  the  Wildcats  but  were  unable 
to  cross  the  goal  line.  Fumbles 
deep  in  Louisiana  College  terri- 
tory, twice  inside  the  10-yard  line, 
and  a  stubborn  defense  by  the 
Wildcats  were  the  main  obstacles. 

Expected  to  shown  an  aerial  of- 
fense, the  Demons  made  all  their 
yardage  from  running  plays.  They 
made  only  six  passing  attempts 
and  all  were  incomplete.  Louisi- 
ana College,  on  the  contrary,  were 
expected  to  show  a  great  running 
attack  but  made  most  of  their 
yardage  through  the  air. 

Demons    Win    Only    One 

Thus  far  this  season  the  Demons 
have  been  unable  to  get  into  the 
win  column  since  the  opener  with 
Central  State  of  Oklahoma,  whom 
they  nosed  out  7-0. 

Against  Lamar  Tech  of  Beau- 
mont, our  boys  won  all  the  statis- 
tics but  lost  the  game  35-12.

The  following  week,  playing  on 
their  home  field,  the  Demons  were 
completely  overpowered  by  Mc-

points  and  apparently  out  of  the 
game,  the  Demons  staged  a  rally 
in  the  closing  minutes  of  the  game 
and  scored  twice,  once  on  a  sus- 
tained drive  and,  a  few  plays  later, 
on  a  blocked  punt.  The  final 
score:  32-13. 
Rough   Stretch  Ahead 

Heartened  by  their  showing 
against  Louisiana  College,  co- 
holder  of  the  cellar  position  in  the 
conference,  the  Demons  are  mak- 
ing every  effort  to  salvage  some 
of  the  games  ahead  of  them.  As 
we  go  to  press,  the  contests  with 
Louisiana  Tech  at  Shreveport, 
Southeastern  at  Hammond,  Missis- 
sippi Southern  at  Natchitoches, 
Northeast  State  College  at  Mon- 
roe, and  Southwestern  at  Natchi- 
toches (  Homecoming  ) ,  are  still 
in  the  offing.  Of  the  remaining 
games  three  are  against  conference 
foes — Mississippi  Southern  with- 
drew from  the  conference  last 
May,  and  Northeast  State  of  Mon- 
roe is  not  a  member. 

If  the  Demons  show  as  much 
improvement  in  both  offense  and 
defense  through  the  coming  weeks 
as  they  demonstrated  last  week, 
their  determination  to  climb  out 
of  the  cellar  should  meet  with 
success.
